NICARAGUAN MILITARY MOVE. 
IA. F. EARLY A.M. REPORT.| 
NEW YORK, April 10.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
a Nicaraguan military expedition is re- 
ported to have landed at Chiriqui, Co- 
lombia, and the cruiser Detroit has left 
Port Limon, Costa Rica, for that point. 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Allen 
said last night that he did not know 
that there was any connection. between 
the two events, but it is believed the 
Detroit has gone to Chiriqul to observe 
the conduct of the Nicaraguan expedi- 
tions. 
The American Minister at Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua and the commanders of 
the Philadelphia and Detroit are act- 
ing under instructions to preserve the 
peace of Central America by every 
proper means. Chiriqul is not far from 
the southern boundary of Costa Rica. 
It has been believed by the authorities 
that the tension between Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica was very much reduced 
as a result of the good offices of Minis- 
ter Merry, and the San José govern- 
ment, apparently thinking there was 
no further danger of hostilities began 
to dischafge the troops hastily levied, 
and to reduce the guard established 
along its northern frontier. 
Information received here is that the 
Nicaraguan expedition was carried to 
Chiriqui by the Nicaraguan transport 
Momotombo, so that the movement is 
regarded as a government one for 
which Nicaragua cannot avoid re- 
sponsibility. In some quarters it has 
been looked upon as a filibustering ex- 
pedition, intending to aid the revolu- 
tionists in Colombia, against the Bo- 
gota government. It was pointed out,

WASHINGTON, Apri! 10.—It would 
not surprise officials here if the re- 
cent action of Nicaraguan filibusterers 
in landing on the isthmus should re- 
sult in involving at least three of the 
Central American republics in dim 
culties. Reports received here have 
indicated that trouble was brewing in 
Colombia for gome time past, and 
there have been frequent rumors of 
the intention of Nicaraguans to at- 
tack Costa Rica. 

It appears that the Nicaraguans 
have now actually made a landing, 
though it is not clear whether their 
movement is directed against Nica- 
ragua or Costa Rica. The point where 
the party landed is on the Pacific side 
of the isthmus, and the party made its 
way to a place named David, near the 
boundary line between Costa Rica and 
Colombia, but within the lines of the 
tract of territory claimed by na- 
tions. 

The government of Colombia has 
taken stens to send a force against 
the filibusters, assum that they are 
on Colombian soil, and it is possible 
that the government of Costa Rica 
‘will do likewise. In that case, there 
may be complications. Meanwhile the 
crulser Detroit has gone into the Gulf 
of Chiriqui on the Gulf side, the near- 
est point of access to David, to safe- 
guard American interests.

URGENT RIVER NEEDS. 
APPROPRIATION RECOMMENDED. 
[A. r. DAY REPORT.| 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The River 
and Harbor Committee determined on 
several questions of general policy to- 
day regarding emergency work that 
requires early attention. It was decided 
to recommend an emergency aprro- 
priation not exceeding $500,000, to be 
expended by the Chief of Engineers, 
Gen. Wilson, for the channels of nav- 
igable streams which have been choked 
with rock, proving a menace to river 
traffic, as in the case of the Shrews- 
bury River near Long Branch. 

The committee also considered the 
advisability of recommending amounts 
for not exceeding three places where 
the needs are exceptional, and even 
critical, viz., the south pass of the 
Mississippi, the connecting waters be- 
tween Lakes Huron and Superior, and 
the Columbia River of Oregon. . 

The south pass emergency work could 
be carried on for about $150,000, and 
would not involve the whole project. 
The work on the lakes contemplated a 
new channel by way of Lake St. 
George, to relieve the congestion on 
the present Sault Ste. Marie channel. 
Senator McBride of Oregon, who was 
before the committee with a number 
of telegrams, stated the level of the 
Columbia had been lowered from thirty 
to twenty-four feet, and urged an 
emergency appropriation. The commit- 
tee is considering these latter items, 
and probably will allow them because 
of the pressing needs involved. The 
committee does not propose, huwever, 
that this shall open the door to any 
work outside these three emergency 
items.

WHAT BURNHAM SAW. 
WHILE CAPTIVE AMONG BOERS. 
IA. F. NIGHT REPORT.) 
LONDON, April 11.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) A dispatch to the Morning Post 
from Bloemfontein, dated April 9, gives 
a description by FY R. Burnham, the 
American scout with Gen. Roberts, of 
the Boer trek from Koornspruit.

Mr. Burnham also mentions the way 
which work entrusted to men with tired 
horses was immediately taken up by 
others with fresh animals if occasion 
offered, the newcomers being given in- 
structions and the range of the men 
whose places they took.

The result of Monday's ar- 
tillery practice was favorable to the 
colonial troops, but yesterday’s attack 
was more severe and determined. Bra- 
bant's forces are reported to be well 
supplied with provisions and ammuni- 
tion, and in occupation of a strong po- 
sition. The Basutos are greatly éx- 
cited by Boer operations on the edge 
of their territory, and it is most diffi- 
cult for the British agent to hold them 
under restraint. 

The nearest point garrisoned by the 
British troops is Aliwal North, but 
Wepener isapparently isolated and com- 
pletely surrounded by Boers. There is 
no confirmation of the report that a 
large Boer force is marching toward 
Springfontein, and there is no proof 
that railway or telegraphic communica- 
tion has been broken south of Bloem- 
fontein. Rundle's advance guard of 
the Eighth Division are now reported 
to be heading for Springfontein, instead 
of Kimberley. If this be true, Mafe- 
king will be compelled to shift for it- 
self until Roberts compels the concen- 
tration of the Boer forces by the inva- 
sion of the Transvaal, although the lat- 
est dispatches show that the garrison 
is convinced that a relief column !s on 
the way from Kimberley. 

. Portions of the Free State through 
which Clements recently marched are 
showing signs of uneasiness and revolt, 
but the alarmists are not justified in 
their assertions that Roberts's army is 
in danger of being cut off from the base 
of supplies. The inventions with which 
the papers are filled are based upon 
absurd exaggerations of the strength of 
the Boer raiders. Heavy cannonading 
is reported from Elands Laagte, and 
Sunday River, but there is no decisive 
news from Natal. 

A Boer peace commission has ar- 
rived in Europe, where it will be coolly 
received in every continental capital. 
Whatever the popular sympathy, for 
the Dutch cause, no Evropean govern- 
ment is prepared to declare war on 
Great Britain, nor to undertake to dis- 
patch an army of several hundred 
thousand men to South Africa. Those 
are the only conditions under which in- 
tervention would serve any practical 
purposes, after the explicit warnings 
given by the. British government. It 
is expected in diplomatic circles that 
Fischer.

LONDON, April 10. [By Atlantic 
Cable. ] The Boer attack on Gen. Bra- 
bant’s force at Wepener resumed 
at dawn today. The endémy’s attack 
on two or three sides, on Monday, 
lasted until 2:30 o'clock in the after, 
noon, when the firing ceased, and it was 
believed that the enemy had been 
beaten off, but it was announced this 
morning from Aliwal North that fight- 
ing had again begun. 

Gen. Brabant’s force, numbering 
from two to three thousand, holds posi- 
tions in a rough country. It is not 
known what the numerical strength of 
the Boers is, but whatever it may be, it 
is * rapidly augmented. 

A y of 2000 Boers is marching to- 
ward Springfontein from Smithfield. 
between Wepener and Springfontein. 
The detonation of heavy guns was 
heard at Maseru Monday. r Godtrey 
Lagden, the British resident commis- 
‘sioner of Basutoland, has left Maseru 
for the border. 

The events in the southeast portion of 
the Free State have caused the Eighth 
Division, which had been ordered to 
Fourteen Streams, to be diverted to 
Springfontein. 

Mysterious movements of troops at 
Bloemfontein are proceeding. The news. 
paper correspondents are not allowed 
to telegraph their destinations, and the 
presumption is that Lord Roberts is 
making disposition to cut off the raid- 
ing Boer forces when they try to with- 
draw northward from the pursuing 
British columns. ' 

The reappearance of the Boers in the 
occupied country has caused a revival 
of the warlike feeling among the Free 
Staters of the Fauresmith and Philip- 
polis districts. he Federal agents 
are busy getting details of the surren- 
dered Boers, and, owing to the Britisa 
garrisons being withdrawn from these 
districts the British residents are un- 
easy, and are sending delegates to 
Springfontein to ask for help. ‘They 
were told that steps for their defense 
would be immediately taken. 

The Boers are reported to have ven- 
tured south of the Piggarsberg, and to 
be posting heavy guns four miles north 
of Elands Laagte. They are also said 
to have fortified the vicinity of Wes- 
sei's Nek. 

Gen. Sir Frederick Carrington has 
reached Cape Town, and is going to 
— 1 Portuguese East Africa forth- 
with. 

The War Officer proposes to land at 
Cape Town before the end of May 20,- 
000 horses, which will be conveyed there 
by twenty-three steamers sailing from 
New Orleans, Buenos Ayres and Aus- 
tralian ports. 

The Westminster Gazette likens the 
British campaign to the fruitless series 
of campaigns in which the large, dis- 
ciplined armies of Spain sought to 
crush the Cuban Insurrection, adding: 
“Of course our troops far excel in valor 
and discipline the conecript armies of 
Spain, and the climate is in our favor, 
butj our enemies equally excel the 
ragged Cubans.” 

In connection with the resumption 
of hostilities in Natal, an interesting 
rumor is current that Gen. Buller has 
obtained command of one of the 
Drakkensberg passes, whereby he 
hopes to take the Boers in the rear. 
In the event of his being successful, 
Gen. Buller has enough troops to 
leave 6000 men to hold Natal while he

The officials of the Foreign Office 
here ridicule the statement made in 
a dispatch from St. Petersburg, pub- 
lished in the Aftenbladt of Stockholm, 
saying the Czar is “extremely agi- 
tated”’ over the Anglo-Portuguese ar- 
rangement in regard to landing Brit- 
ish troops and supplies at Beira, and 
that he intends to issue a proclama- 
tion protesting against it in the course 
of his forthcoming .visit to Moscow, 
and say there is no basis for the state- 
ment that the Foreign Office has re- 
ceived letters on the subject. 

The British Foreign Office officials 
consider that it is entirely out of the 
province of Russia to interfer@ with 
the Anglo-Portuguese arrangements.

BIG PURCHASES BY BRITISH.

NEW YORK, April 10.—The Journal 
and Advertiser tomorrow will say:

DEFEAT OF PLUMER. 


FIGHT AT RAMATHLABAMA. 
F. DAY REPORT.] 

GABERONES, Sunday April 1.—-[By 
South African Cable.} Yesterday Col. 
Plumer, with 270 mounted men and a 
few infantry and one Maxim gun ar- 
rived at Ramathlabama, where he left 
the dismounted men and proceeded 
along the railroad to within sight of 
Mafeking. The advance guard, under 
Col. White, encountered a large body of 
Boers, and almost simultaneously the 
left and right flanks were attacked, and 
sharp fighting followed. 

The Boers were in crescent formation, 
and outnumbered the British 2 to 1. 
They advanced with skill and stubborn- 
ness, and persistently endeavored to 
encircle the British. After holding his 
ground for an hour, Col. Plumer retired, 
with the Boers slowly following him up. 
The fighting continued throughout the 
ten miles retreat to Ramathlabama. 
where the British Maxim gun was 
brought into play. After a stiff fight, 
Col. Plumer reached his camp. 

The British casualties were: Killed, 
three officers and seven men; wounded, 
three officers and twenty-four men; 
— eleven. The Boer loss was se- 
rious. 

At the conclusion of the fight, Gen. 
Snyman informed Col. Baden-Powell 
that he had some British wounded, and 
both Baden-Powell and Plumer sent 
ambulances. The Boers were also busy 
Sunday collecting their dead and 
wounded. Most of the British wounded 
were only slightly hurt. Col. Plumer 
was wounded, but was able to carry 
out his duties. 

While the ambulance was still at 
Ramathlabama, April 2, Gen. Snyman 
with 800 men and three guns, arrived 
there, and finding no British troops in 
the vicinity, returned to Mafeking. It 
is reported here that the advance 
of Lord Methuen's relief force has left 
Vryburg for Mafeking.

Much Money Being Expended on the 
Oil Belt West of Los Angeles, and 
Prospects Apparently Good—Inter- 
esting Operations—What the 
panies are Doing.

Central stock was the only feature 
on the Oil Exchange yesterday. Eleven 
hundred shares changed hands at ad- 
vanced prices. The stock seems to be 
a favorite, and has steadily advanced 
from $1.08 a share, at which price it 
was held a few days since, to $1.15, at 
which it closed strong yesterday. The 
sales of Central were 100 shares at 
$1.12%, and 1000 at $1.15. 

The only other stock in which trading 
was done was Continental, of which 100 
shares were sold at 59 cents, and 100 
at 6 cents, buyer thirty days. This is 
another stock in which a bull move- 
ment is noticeable. 

Bids and offers on stocks in which no 
trading was done were as follows: Co- 
lumbia, $400 asked; Fullerton Congoll- 
dated, 55 cents bid, 57 cents asked;

WEST OF THE CITY. 

Is the Los Angeles oil belt to be re- 
opened west of the city? If so, where? 
In attempting to answer this question 
A great many men have spent large 
sums of money and, in fact, are still 
spending a great deal. The prospects 
for a successful answer in the affirma- 
tive were probably never so flattering 
as at present. 

Several years since a company of Los 
Angeles men drilled to a depth of 1900 
feet a few yards south and east of 
the immense brea blowout, four miles 
west of the city, on the extension of 
Wiishire boulevard. No ofl was 
found. For several months past 
Messrs. Pitcher 4 Garputt have 


At a depth of 900 feet they lost a bit, 
and have been fishing for it for several 
months. If the bit is recovered they 
will go 600 feet deeper. The same men 
have another rig up a fourth of a mile 
southeast of their present well, and will 
soon start another hole, as they are 
convinced that oil exists in that section, 

The Rommel Oil Company has been 
at work on the Clenega ranch, which is 
east and south of the .Pitcher and Gar- 
butt well, for the past year. In the 
first well sunk by this company with a 
standard rig, oll was found at a depth 
of 650 feet, which was estimated to 
run twenty-five barrels daily, but in 
an attempt to go deeper. and find a 
second stratum, water wae found, and 
the wel] ruined. The same company;is 
now down 325 feet in a new well one- 
fourth of a mile north of the Cienega 
echoolhouse. The Rommel people are 
also drilling a well with a Star rig 
about one-half mile west of Houser eta- 
tion, on the Santa Monica line. Ata 
depth of seventy-five feet oil sand was 
encountered, which proved to be fifty 
feet in thickness. This was cased off, 
and yesterday another stratum of sand 
was struck at a depth of 175 feet. 

Alongside of this last well of the 
Rommel company and 200 feet west, 
Clark & Sherman of the Santa Monica 
electric line, have sunk a hole to a 
depth of 550 feet with a hydraulic rig, 
The well is full of oil, 
and the oll can be dipped up with a 
can. It is of about 20 deg. gravity and 
very clean. 


which owns property along the line 
of the electric road, east of Houser 
station, has put down eight test wells, 
in six of which oll has been found. In 
one the oll sand was found at a depth 
of only eixty-five feet, and followed for 
sixty feet.

MUGNEMI HEBUKED. 


DEPUTY CONSTABLE ACCUSED OF 
BEING TOO THRIFTY. 


Deputy Constable C. Mugnemi was 
severely rebuked from the bench yes- 
terday by Justice Morgan, who ac- 
cused the officer with the exaction of 
unjust fees for official service, and 
recommended that the matter be 
brought to the attention of the District 
Attorney as a fit subject for criminal 
prosecution. 

The incident came about through the 
issuance of a warrant for the arrest 
of Diedrich Bruns, on the charge of 
petty embezzlement, on complaint ot 
August Wagnier. It appears that 
Wagnier, who is an inventor, employed 
Bruns as his agent and subsequently 
charged him with falling to account 
for $24 which came into his AB 
such agent. Wagnier, learning that 
Bruns was about to leave the city, ap- 

led to Mugnemi to arrest him. 
ugnemi counseled him to first swear 
out a warrant charging Bruns with em- 
bettlement. The warrant was duly 
issued and placed in Mugnemi's hands 
ton — 5 alleges that he spent the

Friday night in searching for Bruns, 
and did not find bim until Saturday 
morning. For this service the officer 
charged Wagniéer $%. Wagnier paid the 
esterday, morning Wagnier 
before Justice Morgan, with his attor- 
ney, W. H. Shinn, Esq., and requested 
that the complaint against Bruns 
dismissed, as the matter had been set- 
tled out of court. The court was will- 
ing to comply, on payment of $5 costs. 
which is the fee usually charged in 
such cases. Mr. Shinn then produced 
the receipt for $4, signed by Mugnemi, 
and stated that he did not think it fair 
to mulct his client for $5 more. This 
ca the court to call Mugnemi to 
account, and in commenting on the 
affair he lectured the deputy constable 


but the latter would 
not admit that he had exceeded his 
rights. | 

The upshot of the whole affair was 
that Wagnier had to pay $5 to have the 
case dismissed. Justice Morgan stated 
that the law limited a constable’s fee 
for serving a warrant to $1.50, which 
in this case was included in the $5 
costs charged by the court, and that 
the $4 collected by Mugnemi was 
therefore an unlewful charge. Mr. 
Shinn made a demand on Mugnemi for 
the refundment of the money, but he

WANTS ITS MONEY BACK. 


MINING COMPANY CLAIMS THAT 
IT WAS SWINDLED. 


The Colorado and California Mineral 
Developing Company has sued Cane J. 
Couts of San Diego in the United States 
Circuit Court. In the complaint filed, 
the company alleges that on February 
2, 1899, it entered into a contract with 
Couts for the purchase the Ranchito 
Mine of San Diego, which, according 
to the plaintiff, Couts represented to 
be a valuable property, but which 
turned out, so the company says, to 
be worthless. 

Prior to entering into a contract with 
the defendant, the company employed 
George Quigley as an expert to ex- 
amine the property and report as to 
the nature and grade of ore. After an 
examination, so the complaint sets 
forth. Quigley returned with samples 
of high grade gold-bearing rock, and 
declared that the property was worth 
$120,000, the pricé asked. 

In view of recent disclosures, the 
company now believes that Quigley was 
at the time of the examination secretly 
employed by the defendant, and was 
a party to the alleged swindle. 

By the terms of the contract, Quigley 
was appointed general manager of the 
mine, after the company had entered 
into possession of the property. After 
expending some $11,244.21 in operating 
the. mine, the company came to the 
conclusion that it had bought a goid 
brick and not a gold mine. 

As a second grievance, the company 
alleges that after the contract between 
it and Couts was executed, the latter 
delivered a mortgage on the mine 
property to Elizabeth B. Shrader, to 
satisfy u judgment given in the gan 
Diego courts. This mortgage has been 
foreclosed and a restraining order has 
been issued which prevents the plain- 
tiff company from operating the mine. 
By the suit the company seeks to re- 
cover the $11,244.21, paid for operatin

LIGHTNING. 


Lightning appears to us in various 
forms. It was recently classified as 
follows: Forked or jagged lightning, 
lightning, heat lightning, 
sheet lightning. globular lightning, 
dark lightning. Forked lightning 16 
the usual severe kind. Branched 
lightning intertwines and chases over 
the whole sky, forming an interlaced 
network. Heat and eheet lightning are 
but the general illumination of the 
cloud sheet from internal or distant 
discharges. Globular lightning is that 
peculiar and infrequent phenomenon in 
which a ball of fire seems to move 
with comparative slowness or to roll 
about over the ground like a football. 
‘Persons are occasionally found who 
aver that they have dodged or jumped 
over these flery footbells, which then 
burst. What they are has not yet been 
determined, and there are not a few 
people who doubt their existence. Dark 
lightning—there is no such thing in 
nature as dark lightning. By the term 
“dark lightning” is meant a certain 
} peculiar effect often produced upon a 
photographic film by lightning dis- 
charges. The name is due to the fact 
that the photographic image of a light- 
ning flash, instead of being brighter 
than the surrounding sky, is darker. 
This refers, of course, to the print, not 
to the negative. 

PHOTOGRAPHS OF LIGHTNING. 


Within the last ten years it has be- 
come more and more common to at- 
tempt to obtain photographs of light- 
ning discharges. A great many good 
ones have been obtained, and they have 
led to the increase of our knowledge 
as to the behavior of lightning. For 
obvious reasons these attempts are 
usually made at night. The camera is 
pointed in the direction of the storm, 
the lens uncovered and the slide drawn. 
Then, after the occurrence of one or 
more good flashes, that plate is re- 
moved and a fresh one exposed. 


MULTIPLE FLASHES. 

Many instances might be given of 
the occurrence of several flashes side 
by side, sometimes as many as ten or 
fifteen, over exactly similar paths. If 


the camera were moved with sufficient

rapidity, any severe flash would pro- 
duce an image somewhat like this, be- 
cause of its oscillatory character. If 
the camera is not moved, however, this 
cannot be the cause. The explanation 
is probably as follows: A single light- 
nig discharge, in passing through the 
air, heats the air very greatly and 
thereby creates a path of weakness 
through which a second discharge can 
pass more easily. Moreover, in the 
severe portion of the storm the wind 
is usually blowing with high velocity. 
This heated and weakened streak in tne 
air is thus carried bodily onward, with 
little or no distortion in shape for sev- 
eral seconds, at least; and if the elec- 
trical action: is. powerful enough, suc- 
cessive discharges will pass through 
the same portion of air, which has 
meanwhile moved onward, possibly ten 
or.fifteen feet. Such action will pro- 
duce in the photograph the effect of a 
multiple flash. 
DARK LIGHTNING. 

In addition to the effect just men- 
tioned, it is often noticed that there 
exist, on the same photographs, some 
white streaks, images of lightning dis- 
charges of the usual character, and 
one or more fainter streaks of the char. 
acteristic form, but darker than the 
darknees of the sky. These dark streaks 
often appear to be branches or off- 
shoots of the bright flash. The differ. 
ences in tone in such photographs are 
so slight that it is impossible, for rea- 
sons which will appear in a later pa- 
per, to reproduce them successfully 
in a newspaper. Distinctions which 
are perfectly well marked on the nega- 
tive would probably not show in the 
printed reproduction. 

THE CLAYDEN EFFECT. 

The cause.of these dark flashes was 
for some time obsqure. A partall ex- 
planation was given ten years ago by 
Prof. Clayden of the Royal Albert Col 
lege, Exeter. He observed that if a 
plate which had received the impres- 
sion of a lightning flash of electric 
spark was subsequently slightly fogged. 
either by exposing it to feeble diffusea 
light or by leaving the lens of the 
camera open, the flash or development 
came out darker than the background. 
If, however, the fogging took place 
before the image of the spark was im- 
pressed, the flash came out brighter 
than the background, as in ordinary 
pictures of lightning. This is, there. 
fore, not the usual effect of photo- 
graphic reversal, in which a very in-
